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REMARKS 

The examiner has indicated that claims 1-10 would be allowable if rewritten 
or amended to overcome the rejection under 35 U.S.C. §1 1 2. Applicant has now 
amended claim 1 to clarify the meaning of the language contained in the third full 
paragraph of the claim, in particular the language in line 13 referenced by the 
examiner. 

It is to be noted that the scope of the claim is not changed by the present 
amendment, but rather only the grammatical construction of the claim language 
has been amended to clarify the original intended meaning of the claim. 

It is respectfully submitted that the amendment is appropriate under 37 
C.F.R. §1 .1 16 (amendments after final action) because they fully and completely 
place the application in condition for allowance in accordance with the 
suggestions made by the examiner. 

No new issues are raised by the proposed amendments that would require 
further detailed consideration or search by the examiner. 

With regard to examiner's question as to whether or not "spring" in line 1 3 
should be "pin", examiner's attention is invited to figure 3 showing the spring 22 
and the retaining arm 28 engaging the side of the pin 29 that is on the side of the 
spring 22 that is remote from the locking bolt 1 1 . Accordingly, it is respectfully 
submitted that the term "spring" is correct and accurately describes the 
relationship between the retaining arm, securing pin, spring and locking bolt. 

With regard to the examiner's statement that the phrase "adjacent to the 
locking bolt of said cavity of the housing" is grammatically unclear, this phrase has 
been reworded so that it is grammatically clear. Specifically, as shown in figure 
4, the end (29) of the securing pin (20) remote from the locking bolt (1 1 ) being 
located on that side of the cavity (28) which is adjacent to the locking bolt (11) 
when an other end (31) of the pin (20) closer to the locking bolt (1 1) engages the 
recess (21 ) of the locking bolt to fix the locking bolt. If any ambiguity or lack of 
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clarity continues to exist, the examiner is invited to contact Applicant's attorney by 
telephone to discuss appropriate language acceptable to the examiner to remove 
any such ambiguity or lack of clarity. 

It is respectfully submitted that the application is now in condition for 
allowance and its passage to issue is respectfully requested.
